The war office says that the French 
have not flirfched at any point. 
This 
sounds as if they were on the defensive 
and this might be so in view of the 
strength of the position the 
Germans 
occupy. 
The

communication 
Sunday said that' the French and Eng- 
lish had crossed the Aisne. 
If so they 
have the river at their back, while the 
Germans, are strongly intrenched on the 
heights of Laon and Rheims with their 
right 
protected by the 
Oise and the 
Aisne at Noyon. 


The 
undetermined 
element 
in 
this 
fight Is the allies' right, which is in pur- 
suit of the crown prince's army. 
All 
reports indicate that the latter is quite 
as 
demoralized 
as 
was 
von 
Kluck's 
army and is suffering equally from lack 
of provisions and anununltion. 
While 
von Kluck has no doubt received what 
he needs in this respect it is doubtful if 
the crown prince has. 


The issue of the battle may depend 
upon in what condition the crown prince 
reaches the front and whether be can 
make a stand and prevent 
the 
allies 
from turning the German left. 


Some 
of the military 
experts 
still 
think that the Germans hope by this 
action onlj^ to check the onrush of the 
allies and that later they will take up 
the defensive on the Namur line.

earlier it gave substantial damages to 
a 3'oung man crippled in a motor cycle 
race. 
The law, as it .«tands at present, 
is held to sanction sucli payments. 


But carcful practice can hardly con- 
tinue to make the State liable for men 
who engages in foolishly hazardous occu- 
pations, which by reason of the hazard 
are highly paid. 
Ko useful purpose 's 
served by a balloon ascension on the 
lake shore, and engaging in a motor- 
c3rcle ra,ce is bidding for serious damage 
at the least. The purpose of compensa- 
tion is to provide for the needful risks 
of useful occupations. 
If men persist 
in defj'ing the laws of nature, violat- 
ing the rules of prudence and taking 
risks known to be exceedingly great 
merely to provide a show for the public, 
a State may very well provide that 
the public compensation fund shall not 
be maintained for Buch cases. 


It is hardly public policy for the state 
to provide compensation for unnecessary 
damages braved by the reckless. A per- 
sistence in doing'so might easily gén- 
érât« public opposition to the system.

business, Johnny, Coulon, former 
world's 
champion, does not carry a single mark. 
If 
you did not 
know 
him or was 
not 
aware of his identity, you would never 
pick him for a boxer. 


Coulon is a trim little fellow with 
a 
clear eye, a straight carriage and a coun- 
tenance that does not bear a blemish. He 
looks more like a successful business man 
than a fighter. 


And now yoti aak—what: is the secret of 
Johnny Coulon's unblemished appearance? 
It is no secret. 
He has never concealed 
his methods, 
but has always worked in 
the open, but strange as it may 
seem, 
few if any boxers have taken the 
time 
and pains to protect their features. 


"Use 
vaseline 
and 
plenty 
of 
it," 
is 
Coulon's advice to fighters. 


"If a. boxer starting in the game will 
only take time before every workout and 
everj' fight 
to 
follow my 
directions 
hd 
will suffer few, if any, marks that 
will 
stay with him for life. 
Before every stiff 
workout and particularly 
before 
every 
fight, I put my nose, eyebrows and eara 
through 
a regular process of massaging. 


"I pack the nasal canals with vaseline 
and then 
applying the grease freely on 
the outside. I subject the member to a 
determined 
though 
somewhat 
painful 
massage. 
I rub the nose until it fairly 
burns and the cartilage becomes soft and 
pliable. 


" T h e 
bone In the 
nose becomes 
soft 
under the heat of rubbing and after 
a 
Ave or seven minutes treatment of this 
kind I am ready to take the stiffest kind 
of a punch on the nose. 
Wliile a straight 
punch 
flush 
on 
the 
nose 
will 
stagger 
anyone, the vaseline treatment helps to 
take 
away 
the 
sting 
and 
an 
ordinary 
wallop doesn't 
even bring 
tears to 
my 
eyes. 


"Tou often see boxers with scarred eye- 
brows, many bearing marks that are dis- 
figuring. 
AVell, I 
also 
apply 
vaselin,e 
freely to my forehead and eyebroWs, mas- 
saging briskly. 
The same treatment Is in 
store for my ears, and, if fans who have 
seen me fight will remember, I generally 
step into the ring sporting a bright red 
nose, a forehead that looks as though it 
had been 
treated to a mustard 
plaster, 
and a pair of ears that stand out-elike two 
beacon ligbtB. 


" I don't know of any other fighter who 
ever uses these methods, but as I adopted 
the plan when I WM a kid starting out 1 
never could 
understand 
why 
someone 
else didn't follow my 
system.

my 
advice to young boxers Is to take It lip. 
Soften the cartilage in the nose and ears 
by massaging in vaseline and before en- 
tering

burn to do any good, and who wouldn't 
prefer to Inflict a little 
self-punishment 
to spare himself greater

Sunday said that the French and Eng- 
lish had crossed the Aisne. If so they 
have the river at their back, while the 
Germans are strongly intrenched on the 
heights of Laon and Kheims with their 
right protected by the Oise and the 
Aisne at Noyon. 


The undetermined element in this 


fight is the allies' right, which is in pur- 
suit of the crown prince's army. All 
reports indicate that the latter is quite 
as demoralized as was von Kluck's 
army and is suffering equally from lack 
of provisions and ammunition. 
While 


von Eluck has no doubt received what 
he needs in this respect it is doubtful if 
the crown prince bat. 


Th* issue of the battle may depend 


upon in what condition the crown prince 
reaches the front and whether he can 
make a stand and prevent the allies 
from turning the German left.

Possibly nothing In baseball history in- 
dicates the necessity of a. change of the 
methods of governing the game than does 
the move of the major leagues In conduct- 
ing the draft of players from the minor 
leagues In secret. 


There Is no complaint If the major na- 
tional commission desires to keep the 
draft a secret. 
The members announce 
that It was done to frustrate the schemes 
of the Federal league. The Federals have 
had scouts in all the major leagues all 
season, and It Is said that they have had 
confidential reports on players from some 
managers and owners who are on the 
other aide. 


The probable reason for conducting the 


draft In secret Is this: The major leagues
